at its Monday luncheon, including a 
representation from West Covina and 
Baldwin Park, Mr. G. F. Binehart 
presiding in the absence of Dr. J. 
D. Reed. 
, J. L. Matthews, chairman of the 
road committee, made a report on 
the route of the proposed new high- 
way. 
Mr. Matthews stated, from 


authentic report received by him 
that West Covina had given up the 
attempt to place the new boulevard 
on Arroyo Drive, owing to the fact 
that Supervisor Cogswell had stated 
that 50 per cent of the expense of 
construction would be borne by the 
property owners abutting, which left 
'the Puerite 'street route* a'" strong 
favorite. 
H« also stated that Wesl 


Covina intended 'to broaden Arroyo 
Drive to a width of 60 feet the 
length of its corporate limits,,and to 
oil and macadamize the road, but 
uot to use the more costly construe 
tiou. 


D. J. Shultis of Baldwin Park was 


then introduced and reviewed the 
struggle of the past four years to 
establish a central .boulevard through 
this valley. 


H. A. Miller then spoke of the ad 


vantages to accrue to "Covina'by th 
establishment of the boulevard on 
Buente street, . complimenting th 
chamber on its endorsement of th 
proposition and in its contribution 
financially to -securing the right-of 
way leading into Baldwin Park. 


Howard S. 
Leech of Baldwin 


Park, then supplemented the state 
ments made-by his co-worker, Mr. 
Shultis, stating that Baldwin Park 
was standing shoulder to shoulder 
with Covina to put the boulevard 
where it would do the two cities the 
most good.

and seconded by Henry Damerel, the 
following resolution was unanimous- 
ly adopted:

Standing room was at a premium 


Monday night in the city hall, when 
two hundred citizens of the commun- 
ity appeared before the city trustees 
to ask for the endorsement of Puente 
street for the Baldwin Park-Covina 
link of the new highway which will 
connect Los Angeles and Pomona. A 
delegation of nearly thirty was pre- 
sent from Baldwin Park, as well as 
representatives of the West Covina 
district. The trustees, who have felt 
all along that Covina could not af- 
ford to allow the boulevard to be 
routed further south than 
Puente 


street, were pleased with the unani- 
mity expressed, and went on record 
as endorsing the route to extend 
from Baldwin Park to Grand avenue 
over Puente street, thence diagonal- 
ly through the Chaffee ranch to join 
the Pomona road at the bridge. In 
addition to the highway traffic, this 
route T. .'..'. open a direct road from 
Covina to the new Boys' Collegiate 
school which is located just east of 
Grand avenue, and also to the Kel- 
logg estate of over three hundred 
acres which has recently been pur- 
chased for a palatial residence. 


Another important action of the 


board was the letting of a contract 
to Bobertson Brothers of Santa Ana 
for the lighting of San Bernardino 
road, College and Second streets at 


Millionaire Buys 377 


Acres East of City 


An important real estate transfer 


during the past week and one which 
lias created much comment is tho 
purchase by W. K. Kellogg, multi- 
millionaire manufacturer of break- 
fast foods of Battle Creek, Michi- 
gan, of 377 acres of land from. Cecil 
George. This property is a part of 
the Phillips estate and is bounded 
by the Covina-Pomona road. 


Mr. Kellogg; who has been making 


his home in Southern California dur- 
ing the past winter on the Silent 
estate near Glendora, announced be- 
fore leaving for the cast last week 
that it is his purpose to erect upon 
his newly purchased property a 
handsome residence costing in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. He also 
stated that within the next six wee,ka 
Dr. Carl Kellogg, a son, would re- 
move to California to take personal 
charge of the development work. 
He is planning to make this sightly 
property one of the show places of 
Southern California. 


The site of Kellogg's new estate 


is directly west of the terminus of 
Holt avenue, Pomona, and is bound- 
ed on the east and north by the Po- 
mona-Covina road. With the excep- 
tion of about 25 or 30 acres, the 
property is level ground. Mr. Kel- 
logg is a breeder of magnificent Ar- 
abian horses and this ranch prom- 
ises to be one of the centers of the- 
idustry in the United States. 


He is one of the many wealthy 


men of this country who are now 
looking toward the San Jose hilla 
which lie between Covina and Po- 
mona, for country estates. This fact 
has been verified by statements 
which have been made during the 
past week by several leading real 
estate brokers of Los Angeles. 


Mr. Kellogg is a personal friend, 


of the Drs. W. P. and S. S. Magan, 
•whose father for years has been the 
Kellogg family physician.

Are you safer afoot or awheel? Wherein lies the great- 


est danger to the pedestrian and to the motorist? 
What 


is the chief problem of safety in traffic? 
These are ques- 


tions that have been answered by the safety-first bureau 
of the National Automobile club from statistics prepared 
by the insurance companies. 


The accidents to motorists which most commonly appear 


in the records include collisions, skidding, cranking, and 
even boarding and alighting from cars. The commonest 
cause of injury to a motorist is found in cranking the car. 
So it would appear that one of the important items in play- 
ing safe when operating a motor vehicle is to see that your 
starting battery is in good shape so that you never have 
to employ the crank. 


Second to cranking is collision. 
There are two collision 


accidents to three resulting from cranks that misbehave. 
Fatalities from carbon monoxide which is found in the 
exhaust of a motor car is no small item, and the danger 
of operating a car in a closed garage has not been exagger- 
ated. 


As to the pedestrian, insurance statistics show that the 


man on foot is considerably less liable to accident than 
the man in the motor car. 


The reason for a great many accidents is that the oper- 


ator of a motor vehicle does not realize his responsibility 
when he takes the wheel. If -he had a proper realization 
of that responsibility which he assumes, he would imme- 
diately reduce the hazard to himself and to others. Speed 
plays an important part in automobile accidents, and by 
speed one does not mean merely the driving of a motor 
vehicle at a rate in excess of the legal limits but rather in 
excess of the moral limit. When the operator of a mo^or 
vehicle .drives his car faster that safety requires, he is 
violating this moral limit. 


In some of the eastern states and in Europe, this moral 


limit of speed is considered of far greater importance than 


t the so,-«?,alled legal limit. Very ofter a man persuades him, 
""* sel^nail*'ai^ofa®5'a8:tKet4a4^^^gr.^ttWn. tyh^e^ally pre- 
scribed limit of speed, he is tloing"'all thSt is-i^fecessary in 
the interests of safety. But there is another factor which 
this attitude does not take into account. That is, that the 
legal limit does not always take' into consideration the 
traffic situation; the moral_ limit of speeding always con- 
siders the hazard to the operator of the vehicle as well as 
to the pedestrian. 


Always be careful! If you keep this in mind, individ- 


ually, you will be assisting in the reduction of accidents.
